TO 

Enable the transfer of certain Irish Antiquities from the 
British Museum to the National Museum, Dublin. 

T>E it enacted by the Queen’s most Excellent- Majesty, by and 
with the advice and consent of the Lords Spiritual and 
Temporal, and Commons, in this present Parliament assembled, 
and by the authority of the same, as follows : — 

5 1. This Act may be cited as the British Museum Act, 1898. 

2 . This Act may be read and construed together as one with 
the British Museum Act, 1878. 

3 . The Trustees of the British Museum may, with the consent 
of the Lords Commissioners of Her Majesty’s Treasury, remove any 

10 of the collections in their possession or custody, or any of them, 
or any part thereof, to the Royal Irish Academy, Dublin (known as 
the National Museum, Dublin), there to remain and to be preserved 
by the Council of the said Academy for public use to all posterity.
